REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application and entry of the foregoing amendments are respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 3, 4, 11, 15, 16 and 18 have been amended, and claims 1, 2, 5-10, 12-14 and 20-23 
have been deleted. Upon entry of this amendment, the pending claims will be claims 3, 4, 1 1 and 
15-19. 

Claim 3 has been rewritten in independent form. 

Claim 4 has been made dependent from claim 3. 

Claims 11, 15, 16 and 18 have been made dependent from claim 3 or 4. 

On page 9 of the Official Action, it is stated that claims 3-4, 1 1 and 15-19 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Claim 3 has been rewritten independent form and claims 4, 1 1 and 15-19 have been made 
dependent from claim 3. 

Accordingly, claims 3-4, 1 1 and 15-19 are allowable, the rejections on pages 2-9 of the 
Official Action have been rendered moot, and these rejections should be withdrawn.
